The Kubds wage very little war 
fare upon the small amount of animal 
life ln p their silent and sombre land. 
Tie only notion that. Prof. Valez 
could get from them of a difference 
between a live and a dead person was 
that 'the dead do not breathe. He 
Infers that . they are Immeasurably 
inferior to the paleolithic man of Eu¬ 
rope, who fashioned tools and hunt- 
,ed big game with his flint-tipped ar¬ 
row and knife. Intellectual atrophy 
is the result of the Kubus' environ¬ 
ment. The words they know are al¬ 
most as few as the Ideas they tty to 
express.—London Qlobe.

This publication re¬ 
ports a great suspension of labor In 
the Northumberland coalfields, end 
the colliers are stated to have "struck 
out” for a higher bounty before -enter¬ 
ing into their usual yearly, "bdrid ." 1 
The time-honored illustration of pro¬ 
fitless labor, “caiTylng coals, (o NeV- 
castle,” appears to have received Its 
first slap in the face during this 
strike The Chronicle reports,[that 
"several pokes of coal were-.hrought 
from Durham to Newcastle by one of 
the common carriers, and sold on the 
sandhill for 9d a poke,. by which he 
cleared 6 d a poke."—London Chron¬ 
icle.

Give Wide Publicity to Canadian 
Manufacturer*—Train Will Vlalt 
Principal Towns of Pralrla -Pro 
vlncss, and Will Attract Much At¬ 
tention.

Winnipeg.—The "Made-in-Canada" 
exhibition train, which Is to give wide, 
publicity to Canadian manufactures 
in a new and novel way will be a re¬ 
cognized reality next month. The 
first slgty of the . preparations will 
manifest itself when on May 1, the 
Winnipeg car, "dead-headed" (i-e„ 
seut empty) over the C.P.R., will ar¬ 
rive In the city. It will be on the 
track for about two weeks to glVe 
local manufacturers a chance to In- 
stal their exhibits, and y will then be 
sent to Port Arthur, to be attached 
to the eastern section of the train at 
that point.* 

The train will he on exhibition at 
the Union station Toronto, on May 
18, and. will leave for the weri the 
following day. tt will be composed 
of ten /exhibition cars, one sleeping 
car ana one dining car, the latter to 
be alsp used as a lecture room. 

The/ cars are specially built, 60 feet 
in length, and of th9 standard height 
and /width. ' Some of the cars will 
have centre aisles, others side aisles, 
with booth compartments. In the lec¬ 
ture car will be given stereoptlcan 
lectures illustrative of the breadth 
and diversity of Canada’s manufac¬ 
turing Industries. 

The whole idea of the “Made-ln- 
Canada" train is similar to that of 
the special agricultural train which 
toured Canada recently; except that 
the present one will be an industrial 
train'from "tender to tail end.” To¬ 
ronto and western. Ontario manufac¬ 
turers have reserved about four cars. 

The tonr will commence at Mon¬ 
treal on May 15, and after spending 
a day’ each In Ottawa, Toronto, Fort 
William and Port Arthur, the train 
will reach Winnipeg on May 22. For 
the evening, of that day a special -Il¬ 
lustrated address Is projected, to be 
delivered in the lecture car. The of¬ 
ficial lecturer will be T. H. Race,.of 
Mitchell, Ont., who has represented 
Canada at world’s fairs at Christ¬ 
church, New Zealand; at Melbourne, 
Australia; at Glasgow, Scotland; and 
in Belgium.

The loss -if the Titanic, costliest, 
most powerfi l, greatest of all ocean 
fleet, while sree lliig westward pa. her 
maiden voyage takes rank In man- 
time history \s the most terrible of 
all, recorded Clsasters of the sea. 

When the 1 itanlc struck the moun¬ 
tain of ice that sent her Vo the bottom 
within four hours after the impact, 
she was steam ng at the rate of 18 
knots art hour. Th?. shock also de¬ 
molished. the proud vessel which -her 
builders and r»er captain had be¬ 
lieved nothing «-ouId master. Hit¬ 
ting the lmpene'rable Ice mass fairly 
with her toweling boom, the ship 
was almost rent asunder at the first 
blow. 

Her decks were ripped and torn, 
her sides and bulkheads were split 
and shattered ar with the hammer of 
some Titan, froiv the bow to a' point 
almost amidshlp i. Her upper works 
and some of her boats were splinter¬ 
ed, while a shoW ?r of debris from her 
spars fell upon the decks ,llke giant 
hall. Though the ship had struck 
the monster obstruction head-on, as. 
her bow rose clear of the water, 
smashed to an unrecognizable mass 
of bent and »hl»«red steel, the vessel 
listed heavily te port and threaten el 
to turn turtle before tho recoil 
brought what wrs left of her proud 
form back to - in even keel- The 
Titanic had fo ced her giant bulk 
. away up on a subnierged spur of the 
Iceberg, a phenomenon ^hicb Is not 
Infrequent In moat disastrpus col¬ 
lisions with these giant-like aeutlnels 
of the banks. In mounting upon the 
jagged ice spur, and in sliding back 
from her position, the ship had torn 
out many of her bottom from 

the midships section, forward to bow. 
As a result her compartments, from 
amidships forward, were speedily 
flooded. She took in water at a rate 
tfiat -efled the efforts of her pumps 
and soon began to settle by the head, 
listing heavily t6 port and rolling In 
the trough of the sea. As she be¬ 
came gradually disengaged many 
tons of ice which had fallen upon her 
upper deck contributed to the de¬ 
molition and Intricate confusion. The 
force of the blow had been so tremen¬

W1 thing less than an hour after the 
doomed queen of the ocean fleets had 
struck, she had settled so fast that 
the water had flooded her engine 
rooms and then her wireless appar¬ 
atus went out of commission. At the 
same time the failing of her dynamos 
extinguished her electric lighting 
system and the mammoth craft was 
plunged .into a Stygian darkness, ex¬ 
cept for such feeble gleams as were 
afforded by the use of .torches and 
lanterns. These served only to em¬ 
phasize the horror of the midnight 
narkness, made more weird by reflec¬ 
tions and shadows cast by the tower¬ 
ing masses of Arctic pinnacles, sur¬ 
rounding the stricken ship. In the 
daikness the work of launching the 
remaining boats was made more diffi¬ 
cult, bnt all the boats, or nearly all, 
had cleared the wreck before the Tp 
tame had taken her final plunge into 
the obscure depths of a grave two 
miles deep.

London.—"Animals and Human 
Parallels” formed the subject of an 
address given at i ne Times Book 
Club Saloon, by Thompson-Seton.

Mr. Seton said that when Darwin 
first made good the theory that we 
and the animal* were akin, it gave 
a wonderful impetus :o all such stu¬ 
dies, and they found that by study¬ 
ing ai.imaIs they could learn much 
concerning themselves- In their 
studies they should always set out 
with a theory, and they would get re¬ 
sults which they had not looked for. 
Having pointed out that the polygam¬ 
ous and polyandrous animals had no 
chance with the monogamous, Mr. Se.-> 
ton gave an account of the manner 
In which' wolves when they were in 
no need of food, and -in no dhnger 
from stronger enemies, took part In 
the form of social amusement. Foxes 
had a similar practice, and gamekeep¬ 
ers could.

The Invention is a thermo¬ 
metric device, which indicates the 
presence of a field of Ice by record¬ 
ing th9 slightest change In tempera- 
turn due to the presence of frozen 
, water. _ 


Polo Grounds For B C. Immigrants. 

London.—Col. H- B. Morgan, has se¬ 
cured 13,000 acres at Nicobi Lakr, 
B.C. He Intends dividing It Into ten- 
acre fruit farms, with golf and polo 
grounds aid a rn.ee course to nltract 
retired officers cf the army, navy and 
civil service as emigrants. He main¬ 
tains the scheme will banish the lone¬ 
liness and isolation dreaded by the 
superior class of settlers. 


Bad Prairie Fire.

The city Is how offering manufactur¬ 
ers liberal inducements to locate here, 
in the form of exemption from taxa¬ 
tion upon plant and buildings until 
1918; also power, light, water, atid 
factory site with trackage facilities 
at cost.

Tbe Brat line refers to Christmas^ 
the Epiphany and Lent Carlings are- 
steeped peas fried In batter, with pep¬ 
per and Salt and eaten ofl mtdlent or 
mothering Sunday, as tbe fourth Sun¬ 
day In Lent la sometimes called. Palm 
Sunday Immediately precedes Passion 
week and ta so called from . the 
branches of patm trees strewn In* one 
Saviour’s path at tbe time of hla tri¬ 
umphal entry Into Jerusalem. 

Pasch eggs are Easter eggs boiled 
ao hard that you can play at ball with 
them, "dyed with various colors and 
often bavlng Inscriptions or land¬ 
scapes traced upon them. 

Easter eggs symbolize the resurrec¬ 
tion. As one old writer says. “As the- 
bird Imprisoned within the shell comer 
to life and liberty at tbe appointed 
time, ao did our Saviour on Blaster 
morning burst tbe 1 gates of tbe grave.*' 
Tbe egga were at first dyed scarlet. In- 
memory of tbe blood of Christ shed
